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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, in substance, that the cited 
prior art of record, Axberg et al (USPN 6,009,466), is insufficient to satisfy Applicant's definition of the term pointer. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. In the,Specification pg.11, line 17, Applicant defines "pointer" as the memory location where an object is stored. Axberg et al 
teach that the Connection class contains Port objects, wherein a Port object contains the location information on the location of a port by 
containing a reference to the corresponding physical device and identifier (col. 9 lines 9-31). Additionally, the Port class has a reference to 
a physical device (col. 9 lines 13-15). Referencing a device with its associated location information achieves the functionality of the 
pointer in light of Applicant's disclosure. Furthermore, in response to Applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references (Axberg et al, Davis et al and Traversat et al), the Examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In 
this case, extending the system's compatibility to function on a SONET network is an obvious modification-wherein a SONET network is 
well-known in the art along with the advantages it offers as supported by Davis et al (col. 4 lines 40-52). Applicant's arguments are, 
therefore non-persuasive and the rejection of claims 10-30 is maintained. 
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
